Edgerton Brydges, "is among the great
est consolations oí lifo j it is tbs nurse
of virtue, the upholder of adversity, the
prop of independence, the support of
a just pride, the strengthener or elevat¬
ed opinions; it is a shield against the
tyranny of all the petty passions ; it is
the repel 1er of the fool's scoff and the
knave s poison."
"If," says Sir John Hersohol, "I were

to pray for a taste whioh would stand
me in stead under every variety of oir-
oumstanoe, and be a source of happi¬
ness and cheerfulness to me through
life, and a shield against its ills, how
ever things may go amiss and the world
frown upon me, it would be a Taste for
Reading. I speak of it, of course, only
as a worldly advantage, and not in the
slightestdegree as superseding or deroga
ing from the higher ornees, and surer and
stronger panoply of religious principles,
but as a taste, an instrument and a mode
of pleasurable gratification. Give a man
this taste and tho means of gratifying it,
and you eau hardly fail of making a

happy man, unless, iudoed, you put in
his hand a perverse selcotion of books.
You placa him in oootact with the best
society, in ovcry period of history; with
tho wisest, wittiest, with the teuderest,
the bravest, and the purest characters
who hav^ß adorned humanity ; you may
make him a denizen of all nations, a

contemporary of alliages. The World has
been created for bim/'
"A book, a love of reading, and edu¬

cation is," says Macaulay, "a companion
whioh no misfortune can depress, no
olime destroy, no enemy alienate, no
despotism onslave. At borne, a friend ;
abroad, an introduction ; in solitude, a
solace ; in sooiety, an ornament. It
shortens vico, it guides virtue, it gives
nt once grace and government to genius.
Without it, what is man ? A splendidslave ! a reasoning savago I va illating
between tho dignity o? an intelligence
derived from God and the degradation
of brutal passion."

Poetry and music are but expressions
of that intense love of the beautiful
whioh grows out of a communion of
mind with mind. "All inmost things,"
says Carlyle, "are melodious, and nat¬
urally utter themselves in song.

Francis Bacon, "are to be tasted, others
to be swallowed, and some few to bo
chewed and digested ;" and there are,
says Charles Lamb, "books that aro no
books," by whioh he meant books not
worth ronding, of which in theso latter
